Pro sports blackout may hit local cable TV

If this weren’t the Valley of 
Flowers, they'd have to call it the 
valley of sports 


But a week from today, June 6, a 
U.S. Senate committee will debate a 
bill provision that would blackout 
much of the professional sports 
tuned in on local televisions 


For starters, telecasts of Dodger, 
Laker and Angel 
baseball and 
basketball games would become 
illegal here Hockey telecasts would 
also become a memory, as would 
televised fights at the Forum and 
even professional soccer telecasts 
over Spanish language programs in 


Los Angeles Some college events 
could be included later in the ban 
Reportedly backed by powerful 
professional sports interests seeking 
beefed up gate revenues, the critical 
provision of the Omnibus Copyright 
Revision Bill deals with cable TV 
The provision would bar any 
existing or future cable TV system 
located in the local service area of 
any broadcast television station 
from importing any professional 
sports event from any other source 
at any time In other words, the 
provision seeks to 
return sports 
viewing in remote areas back to pro 
cable days: if you can t get it with 
an antenna, you can’t get it

But the provision, if passed, would 
bar the importation via cable of 
signals of independent broadcast 
stations which can t be picked up 
here with an antenna Some of these 
include KTTV (channel 11,, which 
offers live Dodgers telecasts; KTLA 
(5» with live Angel baseball as well 


as Los Angeles Lakers basketball 
games and pro hockey, and KC’OP 
<13i which presents Fight at the 
Forum and other pro sporting 
events 
All of these independent stations 
are now widely received locally 
over cable

that ignoring subpoenas 


may invite impeachment 


WASHINGTON < UIM) - The House Judiciary 
Committee voted 28 to 10 today to inform President 
Nixon his refusal to honor its subpoenas “ might 
constitute a ground for impeachment." 
Chairman Peter W Rodino Jr., D-N.J., hoped for a 
big bipartisan majority vote behind a strongly worded 
letter today to underscore a clear committee message 
to N ix o n 
In a nutshell, that message would be 
After 
listening to 11 tapes and going through 16 thick black 
notebooks of accumulated evidence on Nixon’s role in 
the Watergate cover-up, the committee is ready to 
conclude that the additional evidence it has been 
denied is damaging to the President's cause 
When 
Nixon 
recently 
gave 
the 
committee 
transcripts instead of the tapes it asked, the 
committee sent him a cautious letter, merely saying 
he was not in compliance. It did so by a vote of 20 to 18 
with only one Republican joining the majority. 
Also up for a vote —and likely for one-sided 
approval at today’s meeting —was a proposal to issue 
more subpoenas for tapes and documents atop the 
three already issued against Nixon, the first ever 
voted by a committee of the House against a 
president. 
After sending 31 transcripts instead of 42 tapes 
asked in the first subpoena, Nixon refused to send 
anything in response to two more. He argues the 
committee has enough to reach a judgment. 
James D. St Clair, Nixon’s lawyer, emerged from 
the closed door committee hearing Wednesday to say 
the case against his client was “ insubstantial.’’ 
Republicans generally told reporters they had heard 
some damaging evidence against Nixon and some that 
tended to clear him. On balance, they said, they would 
not vote to impeach him on what they had heard. 


Among the 21 Democrats, the verdict was strongly 
against Nixon 
After an hour’s debate the congressmen agreed to 
send Nixon a letter advising him they will feel free to 
conclude he is hiding evidence harmful to his cause by 
continuing to ignore subpoenas for Watergate tapes 
and documents. 
The committee also was considering whether to 
subpoena more presidential tapes and documents in 
its impeachment inquiry. Three subpoenas have 
already been issued Nixon ignored two and released 
his Watergate transcripts in response to the third 
In their debate the members revised and somewhat 
softened a letter proposed by Rep. Walter Flowers, D- 
Ala., a key southerner on the committee. 
The key paragraph in the adopted version read: 
“ In meeting their constitutional responsibilities, 
committee members will be free to consider whether 
your refusals require the drawing of adverse 
inferences concerning the substance of the materials, 
and whether your refusals in and of themselves might 
constitute the ground for impeachment 
One Democrat, Rep John Conyers Jr. of Michigan, 
and nine Republicans voted against sending the letter. 
Twenty Democrats and eight Republicans voted in 
favor. Conyers objected because he wanted stronger 
action. 
Speaking for the Republican opponents, Rep. David 
Dennis, R-Ind., called the letter a “ useless gesture" 
and added the committee would draw inferences from 
Nixon’s noncompliance with the subpoenas “ whether 
or not we write a letter." 
The letter as approved by the committee was 
essentially in the form drafted by the committee staff 
Wednesday night. 


Golan artillery roars 
despite recent pact

Israeli and Syrian forces fought 
artillery duels on several sectors of 
the Golan Heights today in spite of 
the historic troop disengagement 
agreement the two nations will sign 
Friday in Geneva which will end 
months of fighting in the Middle 
East. 
The agreement, worked out by 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger in more than a month of 
shuttle 
diplomacy 
between 
Damascus and Jerusalem, calls for 
an immediate cease-fire on the 
Golan Heights front. 
A Syrian military communique 
also said “ units of our armored 
forces are clashing with enemy 
tanks, inflicting losses on them." 
Israeli 
communiques 
made 
no 
mention of tank battles. 
It was the 80th consecutive day of 
fighting along the Golan Heights 
front. 
Damascus Radio said the regional 
command of Syria’s ruling Arab 
Socialist Party met in a special 
session early in the day to “ discuss 
the 
troop 
disengagement 
agreement." 
Lebanese Premier Takieddin Solh 
hailed the lsraeli-Syrian agreement 
but said Lebanon expected Israel to 
continue its reprisal raids against 


Palestinian guerrillas. Speaking in 
Kuwait, Solh said the accord could 
pave the way for dealing with the 
substance 
of 
the 
Palestinian 
people’s right to self-determination. 
Most 
Arab 
guerrilla 
leaders, 
however, 
have 
denounced 
Kis­ 
singer’s 
peace 
efforts 
as 
an 
“ American-Zionist plot" and have 
threatened to step up strikes inside 
Israel to prevent the drift toward a 
negotiated settlement. 
Israeli newspapers found merit in 
the accord negotiated by Kissinger 
but their editorials reflected strong 
concern for the f u t u r e even with 
the agreement. Menachem Begin, 
leader of the opposition in the 
Knesset 
(parliament), 
said 
the 
agreement 
endangered 
Israel's 
security. Many other Israelis also 
had their doubts.

Fulbright loss 
a watershed in 
Senate policy 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The 
defeat of Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., not only could change the 
direction of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, but also likely 
will have a profound effect on 
congressional economic policy. 
Sen. John Sparkman, D-Ala., is all 
but 
certain 
to 
relinquish 
his 
chairmanship of the Senate Banking 
Committee to take Fulbright’s post 
as Foreign Relations chairman, 
according 
to 
sources 
close 
to 
Sparkman. 
This would propel Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., to the head of the 
Banking Committee, a prospect that 
has left the nation’s bankers rather 
uneasy. 
Over the years, bankers have 
learned what to expect from the 
rather low-key and conservative 
Sparkman, but Proxmire is in many 
ways an unknown quantity to them. 
Proxmire 
is 
a 
fiercely 
in­ 
dependent thinker, sometimes a 
maverick among his colleagues, 
sometimes even abrasive. He is a 
compulsive and seemingly tireless 
worker. 
Proxmire also is an acknowledged 
expert on economic affairs. 
But Proxmire, though he may be 
liberal in many areas, is not an 
economic liberal. 


Nixon travel plans complete; 
first Mideast, then Moscow 


WASHINGTON 
( U P I ) 
- 
President Nixon, eager to dramatize 
success in Middle East diplomacy, 
may try to arrange a journey to 
several Arab countries and Israel as 
early as late next week, a White 
House aide indicated. 
Advance teams are preparing to 
depart for the Middle East this 
weekend to prepare for a week-long 
swing by Nixon to Israel, Egypt, 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia, and possibly 
Syria 
and 
Algeria. 
Some 
of 
Nixon’s aides already are lining up 
for their travel inoculations. 


The dates have been set for 
President Nixon’s trip to Moscow, a 
presidential spokesman said today, 
as White House aides hurriedly 
made plans for a Nixon visit to the 
Mideast in advance of the summit. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren said the dates of the 
Moscow trip will be announced 
“ very 
soon." 
Press 
secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said Saturday the 
President would arrive in Moscow 
around June 24. 


Nixon arranged to meet with Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford this 
afternoon to brief him on the 
Moscow trip and the new Middle 
East agreement. 


Democratic 
and 
Republican 
congressional leaders will receive a 


briefing on the Syrian-Israeli troop 
disengagement from the President 
Friday morning. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger, who will be 
returning from his 33-day Middle 
East mission after midnight, will 
attend that meeting. 
Warren was unable to provide 
further details on Nixon’s plans to 
go to the Middle East, possibly as 
soon as next weekend, but White 
House aides were speeding plans for 
such a journey which Nixon is eager 
to take to dramatize his successes in 
foreign policy. 
As it stands now, the President 
will make stops in Egypt, Israel, 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia and possibly 
Syria and Algeria.

Nixon personally announced to 
White House reporters Wednesday 
that Syria and Israel had reached an 
agreement on the disengagement of 
their military forces on the Golan 
Heights. 
He stammered a bit in making the 
brief announcement, but appeared 
jubilant over the 33-day shuttle 
diplomacy by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
Nixon will set the dates of his 
Middle East trip after conferring 
with Kissinger, who is expected to 
return to Washington tonight. 
Kissinger will brief Democratic 
and 
Republican 
congressional 
leaders on his mission soon after he 
arrives home. 
Aides said the President at first 
contemplated merging his Middle 
East tour with his summit trip to 
Moscow in late June because “ it 
makes sense.” 
But, they added, the “ sensitivity” 
of the Russians and other diplomatic 
problems now indicate that Nixon 
may try to make two separate trips 
in June, with a few days rest stop in 
Washington in between. 
The trips will offer Nixon a chance 
to display his strong suit, foreign 
policy, at a time when the House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
will

considering a bill of impeachment 
against 
him 
as

result 
of 
Watergate.

Admittedly, the road into 
Las Flores Canyon isn’t 
exactly 
a 
pathway 
to 
Paradise, although it must 
have 
been 
a 
place 
of 
mystery and beauty when 
the county was in its earlier 
pastoral days. 
One now drives up into the 
Las Flores box canyon along 
dusty, narrow lanes pitted 
with 
crater-like 
chuck 
holes. The first view is of 
lemon orchards with oil 
storage 
tanks 
poking 
through, and grimy lines of 
pipelines. 
The booming traffic along 
U.S. 101 is soon left behind 
At the mouth of Corral 
Canyon below the tributary 
Canyon of the Flowers an 
old ranch house drowses in 
the hot sun, dwarfed by 
tremendous 
sycamores 
beside a stream. 
The old ranch house has 
seen a lot: first cowboys, 
then 
cowhands 
being 
transported by truck, and 
more 
often 
now 
cars 
bringing in oil men and 
allied workers: geologists, 
bulldozer 
operators, 
engineers all hard at work 
now to prepare a 15-acre 
site 11 * miles up the canyon 
into a tremendous oil and 
gas processing plant with a 
complex of storage tanks. 
Already, the Capitan oil 
field has more or less 
deflowered the beauty of 
what was Corral Canyon. 
That 
area 
has 
been 
committed 
to 
petroleum 
workings for some years. 
Oilmen and their lawyers 
argue 
that 
adverse 
environmental changes up 
the canyon and into Las 
Flores Canyon can’t be too 
bad. considering what is 
below. 
For centuries, Las Flores 
Canyon, by and large, has 
been a place little disturbed 
by man A few jeep roads, 
some cattle trails, and the 
place has been the haunt of 
animals and birds. 
Then came the gatherers 
of 
geological 
data, 
to 
determine if the three and 
four 
hundred 
foot 
high 
hillsides rising from the 
canyon couid be stable in 
event of a major industrial 


operation. Bulldozers and 
drilling equipment went to 
work, 
and 
Las 
Flores 
Canyon 
inhabitants must 
have abruptly fled, leaving 
only footprints and a hawk 
or two soaring in the blue 
vault of sky. 


There is some commotion 
about 
the 
gouged 
out 
hillsides and the fill that 
blocked up a stream or two. 
Now a permit is required to 
regrade the canyon's hills, 
restore them and reseed 
them., for the time being 
But canyon peace will be 
short-lived, if the Exxon 
Corp. gets its clearance 
from 
the 
In te rio r 
Department to operate in 
deep channel waters, and 
the processing plant is made 
necessary to augment the 
channel drilling. 
Engineers testified at a 
recent hearing 
before 
county officials that the 
Exxon plant will mean the 
moving of 500,000 cubic 
yards 
of 
“ material, 
meaning canyon earth, to 
form a “ flat” for the plant 
The head of the box canyon, 
it appears, will be scooped 
out and the canyon will be 
filled in with compacted, 
stell-reinforced 
materials 
strong enough to hold up the 
plant without a quiver. 
It 
would 
appear 
Las 
Flores 
Canyon’s 
death 
warrant is about to be 
signed 
But 
final 
decisions 
haven’t been made — either 
by the Interior Department 
or the county. 
And even the oil company 
— now the world's most 
powerful — and the Federal 
and 
county 
governments 
may wind up by having the 
decision come from other 
hands. 
Geologists say the upper 
canyon 
is 
an 
area 
of 
potential earth and mud 
slides. The narrow corridor 
over which big propane 
semis would have to roll 
might also be a trap if 
disturbed 
canyon 
walls 
toppled in. 
Nature can be trifled with 
time and again, but there is 
always a bitter payoff when 
this happens.

together, for better or for worse 
Having crossed the Nevada desert to this small southern 
Utah border community, the teen aged girl and her steady 
vow to spend their lives with each other 
As the justice of the peace pronounces their children man 
and wife, the parents give each other reassuring looks that 
this was the only way to take 
Now, the baby, soon to he Iwirn, will have a legitimate 
home. 
The couples come by car or bus from the neighboring 
states, particularly from California, Nevada and Arizona, 
where without a special 
and often costly court order the 
girl can’t marry until she is 16 and the hoy 18 
Utah is the nearest state tand one of only six in the 
nation) where a girl can legally become a bride at 14 and a 
boy a groom at 16, with parental consent 
In 1971, the latest year for which the Office of Vital 
Statistics in Salt Lake City has figures, 85 per cent of the 
1,350 brides and 678 grooms under 17 who took their vows in 
Utah lived outside the state The office says 428 girls took 
the big step before reaching 16 
Although the young marriageable age applies to the 
entire state, the most popular site among out of-state teens 
lies in Utah’s southwestern corner 
the closest locale to 
heavily populated Southern California, home of many of the 
newlyweds 
More than 2(H) of the 1,248 hr ides under 18 married in Utah 
tied the knot in St George. 
“ I marry about four of five of them a week About 90 per 
cent of them are from out of state 
said city Justice of the 
Peace Newell Frei, one of two J Us in St George.

Sometimes, the honeymooners can afford a trip 120 miles 
south to Las Vegas, but in most cases they return home 
right after the wedding so the groom, almost always a few 
years older than his bride, can return to work 
With the coming of the baby, after all. expenses are going 
to pile up 
Most of the girls are at least three months pregnant, and 
many “ past the safe date for an abortion,” said Frei. “ They 
just want to get married and have the baby 
Since parents rarely miss their children s nuptials, the 


weekends, when they are off work, are most popular for the 
weddings If for some reason the parents can’t make it. the 
young couple arrives by bus, with notarized statements of 
consent During six years as a J P . Frei has never received 
a complaint from a parent unaware of his son’s or 
daughter's actions.

For clean water 


Over the past several years considerable 
attention and effort has been expended to 
control water pollution throughout the 
country. Great amounts of money have 
been spent by government and private 
industry 
in 
meeting 
water 
pollution 
standards established, almost belatedly, 
by law. 


On the June 4 primary election ballot, 
an important ballot measure appears that 
will greatly assist in the continuance of 
this battle — the Clean Water Bond Act 


This particular issue will authorize a 
bond issue of $250 million for water 
pollution control. The issue would allow 
continuation of the current cost sharing 
formula 
for 
w astew ater 
treatment 
facilities where the federal government 
pays 75 per cent of the construction cost, 
the state pays at least 124 per cent and

local government pays a maximum ol 124 
per cent for the construction of waste­ 
water 
treatment 
facilities. 
Lompoc’s 
proposed 
new 
waste-water 
treatment 
facility would not have been possible had it 
not been for the availability of these funds. 
Approximately 215 billion gallons of 
sewage are discharged daily in California. 
The 2 75 thousand tons of suspended solids 
in this sewage would be cut by 90 per cent, 
and the battle against water pollution 
greatly accelerated, if facilities are built 
through the passage of this bond issue. 
Biochemical 
oxygen 
demand, 
which 
affects the ability of water to support life, 
would be cut by at least 85 per cent. Toxic 
materials and bacteria count would be 
significantly reduced. 
The Record strongly urges the approval 
of Proposition 2on the June 4 primary 
ballot — the Clean Water Bond Act.

Occidental. 
It turns out that the Occidential 
Petroleum company is a major coal 
producer, and the rise in the price of 
coal has gone up far more rapidly 
than even that of domestic crude 
oil. Moreover, only two percent of 
the crude oil Occidental sold here 
cam e from its own domestic wells. 
Last year. Occidental did extremely 
well: on the sales of chemicals, 
fertilizer, and gold 
Now: profits 
from 
Occidental’s 
oil

gas 
divisions 
rose 
54 
per 
cent 
internationally. But sales were up 
far more in proportion 
So that, 
actually, profits per dollar of sales 
went down — from 3.7 to 2 5 per 
cent. In 1971, Occidental suffered a 
sizeable loss. In 1972, the return to 
the stockholder was a pathetic 1.3 
per cent.

got 9 per cent, which is what caused 
Time magazine to ooh and ah. 
One sees how easy it is to achieve 
the desired effect. If the editors of 
Time magazine had reflected on the 
profits of Occidental from 1970 to 
1974, they would have been required 
to comment that the profits were 
down 56 per cent. So: the fact of the 
m atter is that Occidental s profits 
were 9 per cent, in an extraordinary 
year in which the price of oil zoomed 
as a result of the Mideast crisis. 
Well, during the same year the New 
York Times brought in a return of 14 
per cent (why not nationalize the 
New 
York 
Times?) 
and 
the 
Washington Post came through with 
14 7. In turn chicken feed, compared 
to CBS’s 18.5 per cent. So it goes. 
2 Mr Reynolds notes that Senator 
Kennedy 
in 
last year’s 
returns 
claimed a depletion allowance on 
som e 
oil 
r eve nue . 
Nothing 
scandalous about that. But one asks: 
did he buy his oil stock because of 
the depletion benefit? You see, the 
stock m arket instantly discounts the 
depletion benefit. In that way tax 
breaks are quickly dissipated: the 
price of oil land and equipment is 
bid up. and the stock m arket builds 
any remaining advantage into a 
stock price which is higher than 
otherwise. 
But now Congress, substantially 
at the prodding of Senator Kennedy, 
is preparing to change the rules of 
the game — retroactively. In other 
words, it is proposed to eliminate 


the depletion allowance even on old 
wells. People who invested in oil at 
a 
price that 
reflected 
the tax 
advantage are now scheduled to 
suffer windfall losses. Will Senator 
Kennedy now move his investments 
into something more profitable? 
Like the news media, soft drinks, or 
cosmetics? How many people will 
act as he will, assuming he is more 
prudent as an investor than as a 
legislator? 
3. The notion that government 
interference is going to help the 
consumer is, well, a laugh. A very 
expensive laugh. Over the past five 
years, 
domestic 
taxes 
on 
oil 
products went up by $1.3 billion. 
During the same period, profits 
went up by $ 4 billion. And the 
notion that a federal agency is going 
to protect the consumer is another, 
forced 
laugh. 
The 
agencies 
invariably act to help the inefficient, 
to protect them from low prices. 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
issued at least eight complaints 
against m ajor oil companies. Guess 
what for? Price gouging? No. For 
reducing the price of gasoline.

Inflation is “ two- 
digit” in his phrase; production is 
sinking; 
the cost of borrowing 
money is intolerable.

Dr. Burns isn’t blaming anybody 
now. What he says in essence is a 
repetition of what he told Congress 
earlier: “ The current world-wide 
inflation has no close parallel in the 
e c o n o m i c 
h i s t o r y 
of 
t h e 
industrialized world.” The inflation 
-p recip itatin g 
boom 
occu rred 
simultaneously 
in

“ Inflation is now the 
dominant economic force in every 
m ajor nation around the world,” he 
says. 
Dr. Burns lights match three and 
puffs. The Fed, he says proudly, 
publishes 
more information and 
operates with less secrecy than any 
other central bank in the world. But 
he is serving notice: something has 
to be done to halt inflation and if 
nobody else will the Fed is going to 
squeeze credit. Not, he adds, that he 
won’t come to the rescue if a crunch

In the May 22 issue of the Record 
there was a letter to the editor on 
Page 8A that needs answering even 
at this late date. The letter writer, 
Stan Rowett criticizes a news story 
on 
m atters 
peripheral 
to 
the 
co u n ty ’s 
detox 
pr og ra m 
for 
alcoholics. It was a “ hard news 
story,” and only incidentally by this 
r e p o r t e r , 
dealing 
with 
the 
disagreem ent 
of 
two 
county 
departm ents on procedural m atters 
affecting the use of a home in 
Mission Hills to aid alcoholics. 
The issue here is 
a simple one: When 
one county depart­ 
ment official (from 
zoning) 
announces 
as he did that “ My 
face is a little red, 
because there has 
been a breakdown 
of 
communication 
between the welfare 
a n d 
z o n i n g 
departm ents,” 
and another county 
welfare) announces 
county official is wrong, the public, 
in this case, residents of Mission 
Hills and the operators of the home 
in question both suffer. That was the 
essence of the lead to the story and 
the body of the story supports that 
statem ent. There was no intent or 
desire at that moment to deal with 
the psychology of alcoholism or with 
the plight of its victims— only 
to 
note that the public was squarely in 
the middle between two official 
views on the licensing procedures. 
The zoning official was saying that 
the use of a home on Calle Lindero 
to house alcoholics was a violation 
of the zoning ordinance because the 
applicants had not gone through a 
hearing by a board of review. The 
welfare 
official 
was 
saying 
a 
hearing before the specific board of 
review was not necessary prior to 
licensing for family type home care. 
In the view of this reporter it is 
the duty of journalism to focus the 
spotlight 
of 
attention 
on 
the 
dysfunction of government, if it 
exists and can be identified. If a 
reporter were to focus the attention 
of a news story on the alleged use of 
the Internal Revenue Service as a 
political device, the reporter cannot 
logically be accused of having any 
philosophical bias, for or against the 
income tax. 
In the question at hand I must say 
that Mr. Rowett has set forth some 


very fine views on the attitude of 
society 
toward 
the 
subject 
of 
alcoholism. 
Hopefully the dysfunction cited in 
the Lompoc Valley case will be 
cleared up to the benefit of all 
concerned. 


It’s almost hackneyed to say that 
governmental 
bodies 
sometimes 
have to make hard decisions, but 
that’s exactly true. Two bodies this 
reporter deals with regularly were 
in that position recently, between a 
rock and a hard place. 
The school board decided not long 
ago to close Los Padres School in 
the fall as a hedge against declining 
enrollm ent;

Commission had to act on a question 
of whether to recommend that a 
developer dedicate land for a public 
street or to go the other way and 
recommend for a private access 
situation.

trustees Tuesday when parents of 
children in the Los Padres area 
wrote a letter setting forth the 
uniqueness of their school. Board 
president Karl Braun and others 
conceded that some good points 
were made and some points that had 
not 
been made previously. Of 
course the action had already been 
made to close the school in the fall. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
the planning 
commission, 
there 
was 
that 
touching situation in which a land 
owner 
faced 
the 
possibility 
of 
sometime having to dedicate about 
one-third of his 100-foot-wide parcel 
for a public street. The arguments 
on both sides were compelling. 
Commissioner 
Vernon 
Copeland 
voted for the dedication of land for a 
street, noting that when he gets way 
along in point of time he wants to 
look back and feel he’s done the 
proper thing.
